NG TO TRUST 
CASE TO PRESIDENT 


But Demand the Complete 
Abandonment of British 
Blacklist. 


New York, Nov. lá.—Anything short 
of "a complete abandonment of the 
blacklist policy" is unsatisfactory-to 
the Association to Resist British Dom- 
ination of American dommerce which 
is conducting the trade light in this 
country against the blacklist, accord- 
ing to a statement today by Maurice 
B. Blumenthal, of counsel for the as- 
sociation. 


"Now, as from the beginning, we are 
entirely satisfied," the statement adds,

Given in Summary 


With the battle between the Brit- 
ish and the Germans still raging 
around the Ancte brook the Gennans 
have struck the French lines a hard 
blow at the other extremity of the 
Somme fighting front, attacking early 
today between Ablaincourt and the 
Chaulnes wood, south of the river. 


Paris declares that 
this attack, 
which was desperately pressed with 
the assistance of liquid fire, resulted 
in a gain of ground only east of 
Pressiore, half way between Chaulnea 
and Ablaincourt. 
Here the Germans 
reached a group of mined dwellings. 


The latest news from the British 
offensive in the Ancre region reported 
General Haig's troops pressing on be-, 
yond thè village of Beaucourt-Sui- 
Ancre the ground about which has 
been well consolidated. 
The taking 
of more than 5,000 prisoners has 
been officially announced. 
North of 
the Somme, Paris announces progress 
for the French in the St. Pierre 
Vaastwood region, where possession 
of dominating ground at ^illisel is 
facilitating their operations. 


Successes for both the Rumainan 
and Teutonic forces in the bitter 
struggle in progress along the Ru- 
manian-Transylvanian border are re- 
ported today. 


Progress for Gen. von Falkenhayn's 
armies in their invasion of Wallachia 
from the northern mountain passes, 
is announced by Berlin and admitted

CALLS GAIN IMPORTANT. 


English 
Emphasize

Capture of Beaucourt.

With the British Armies in France, 
\ ill London, Xov. 16.—4:DO a..m.~The 
British advance along both sides of the 
Ancre, which continued yesterday with 
the capture of the villagè of Beaucourt, 
is considered by the British commanders 
as one of the most important successes 
in the four 
months 
of the 
offensive. 
They insist, and especially on the rela- 
tively 
insignificant 
character of the 
German resistance, that they arc in a 
position which they consider of great 
strategic importance and one of the 
most highly fortilied on the entire west- 
ern front. 


More than 5,000 prisoners have bo 'i 
collected in the extensive subterranean 
galleries and chambers which were sunk 
on both sides of the valley and were 
miles in extent. 
Five hundred Germans 
siirrendered in a tunnel near St. Pierre 
Divion, which was a mile and a half 
long. This tunnel gave access to" scores 
of electric chambers in which companies 
of infantry,were housed and which con- 
tained quantities of machine inins and 
bombs. 
Another seven hundred prison- 
ers were caught in a ravine south of 
Beaumont-Hamel, where they were cut 
off by the first attack on Monday after- 
noon. The British success south of the 
Ancre was increased, owing to the fact 
that the Germans in this section were 
on the poirit of being relieved by fresh 
troops when the attack was launched. 
The result was that twice the normal 
strength of the garrLson was trapped 
by the barrage fire. Among the prison- 
er9> taken here were many men of the 
ninety-third 
infantry, 
of 
which 
the 
Duke of Albany is honorary colonel in 
chicf. 
The regiment lost heavily. 
Ac- 
cording to the prisoners, the duke was 
waiting in the rear to inspect the regi- 
ment when it left the fighting line.

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Supplying City Finances 


The outstanding feature of Mayor Hosey's annual address to the 
city council, delivered Tuesday evening, is his utterance pointing the 
lack of adequate revenues for the operation of the city government 
under the resources available with the present tax rate ftnd the ex- 
isting Schedule of assessment. The situation is one which concerns not 
alone the administration charged with efficient conduct of city af- 
fairs, but in a general way has claim upon the interest of every citi- 
zen who desires to see Fort Wayne advance and to enjoy in an in- 
ireasing degree the improvement and the facilities modem city gov- 
ernment is expected to bring. 


Growing cities mean growing demands, and municipal affairs 
have by no means escaped rising costs which have confronted us in 
private affairs and in business affairs. There can be no questioning 
the fact that advances in material which, the city uses in making im- 
provements and advances in labor required to piit it into use have 
not only cut heavily into the budget, but they have constituted a con- 
tingency that could not have been accurately foreseen in earlier cal- 
culations. The Sentinel has never been in sympathy with the hard and 
fast pledge against an increase in the tax rate above the $1.16 limit on 
which Mayor Hosey was elected and which operates against any ad- 
vance in those figures during his term of office: It regardod it as ill- 
advised at the time because it was impossible to determine in advance 
the exact extent of the city's^needs or the unexpected situations which 
it might be called upon to face in the way of demands foj additional 
revenues. But, having made the pledge, the mayor can point to con- 
sistency in support of his stand against any increase in the rate. 


In his address to the council he has pointed the only possible 
alternative if more money is imperative—a readjustment of the as- 
sessed valuations, and there is doubtless ample warrant for that in 
many sections of the city. It is perhaps true in the down-town busi- 
ness section and it is manifestly true in some of the newer residential 
districts. The older residential districts are, we think, in many cases, 
already bearing proportionately too much of tlic burden. The mayor 
argues Avith much force that assessed valuations have not kept pace 
with enormously advanced rentals in many down-town instances and 
that in numerous handsome outlying districts Avhere fine homes have 
gone up in recent years the assessment is still too closely approximat- 
ing the figures that obtained when these districts were yet un- 
improved outlots. There should be no desire to penalize development 
by unduly burdensome taxation, yet The Sentinel is inclined to the 
belief that there may be not only a way in wliich the city may meet 
its financial needs but actual justice as welf in the mayor's sugges- 
tion for a revision of the tax schedules. It is at least worth careful 
consideration. 


Governor Ralston announces that he will practice law in Indian- 
i»polis after the expiration of his terra of office. Ex-Governor Hanly 
is doing the same between campaigns, and Vice President Marshall 
admitted that he had similar designs in the event of his failure to be 
re-elected this year. It will finally occur to the Indianapolis bar that 
what is really needed at the state capital is a high protective tariff 
•if iiot an air-tight embrago on ex-governors if there is to be any law 
business left at the state capital for barristers who have not held state 
offîo«* 


Our friends, the railroads ,and our other friends, the railroad 
men, have again t>een stirring things up a bit. The past few days 
have brought preliminaiiies of another tilt over the Adamson eight- 
liour law that may or may not develop into serious phases. We think 
both-will finally be constrained to permit an orderly test of the 
statute both in the courts and in practical operation. 
The general 
public will be patient, but it will insist that it has some rights of its 
owo which must be considered as paramount. 


V. There seems to be a good deal of merit in the advocacy of a later 
date for the primary elections, now being advanced in the interest of 
candidates who would escape the expense and exertion of a long strug- 
gle between primary and election day.

Many a housekeeper who sincerely 
tries t.o do the best for her family, buys 


high-priced steaks when, for the same 
amount of money, it would be possibly 
to get twice as much nourishment from 
a cheaper cut. 


A shoulder of mutton, prepared Avith 
skill, becomes a dish fit for any table. 
Here is one bf Uncle Sam's pie recipes: 
Twelve O'clock Pie^ 


This is made with shoulder of mut- 
ton, boiled with carrot and onion, then 
cut lip, mixed with potatoes separately 
boiled and cut up, and put into a bak- 
ing dish. 


The crust is made by mixing smooth- 
ly mashed potatoes to which a table- 
^poonful of shortening has been added, 
with enough flour and water to make 
them roll out easily. 


A pie made of a pound of meat wil! 
require 5 or 6 boiled potatoes, a cupful 
of mashed pdtatoes, and 8 or 10 table- 
spoonfuls of flour, and should be baked 
about 20 minutes in a hot oven. 
Salt, 
jiepper, and other seasoning, as onion 
and carrot, may be added to taste.

sion Calls Attention to 
December 11. 


Indianapolis, Tncl., Xov. 15.—Proper 
observance of Admission T5ay—^Decem- 
ber 11—is urged by the Indiana His- 
torical commission in an appeal just 
Issued to county centennial chairmen! 
schools, historical societies, and civic 
organizations 
in general. 
The com- 
mission says: 


"Indiana has tihis year seen a great 
outburst of state loyalty and patriotic 
enthusiasm occasioned by the observ- 
ance of its one hundredth anniversary. 
Results of great signiflcance to the 
citizenshdp of the state Have been at- 
tained and the Indiana Historical com- 
mission looks with much satisfaction, 
therefore, upon the work which has 
been accomplished under its auspices. 
To all 
those 
who have heartily co- 
operated toward this success, the com- 
mllsslon feels warmly grateful. 


"While it is felt that the substantial 
work laid out for the year has been 
largely 
performed, 
the 
commission 
calls general attention to the fact that 
Admission Day, December 11, should 
be widely observed over the state, in 
accordance 'with 
Governor Ralston's 
proclamation making it a public holi- 
day. 
It is therefore requested that 
appropriate Admission Day exercises 
be hel<J throughout Indiana. 
These 
need not be elaborate at all, especially 
in those counties wilnich hav., had ade- 
quate centennial celebrations. 
But in 
all counties it would certainly be fit- 
ting to hold simple, dignified services 
in commemoration of the formal ad- 
mission of our commonwealth into the 
union. 
Such should naturally be ar- 
ranged by the county chairmen, espe- 
cially when held as county observ- 
ances. 


"In addition to this, it is suggested 
that the schools hold exercises. 
In 
some cases it may be advantageous to 
combine that of the school with that 
of the community as a whole. 
As a 
tentative program for the schools the 
commissiion has prepared an outline 
which may be found in the Teachers' 
Manual of uniform courre of study, 


page 198, and Teachers' Institute out- 
line for 1916-17, pages 49-50, issued by 
the State Board of Education. 
Patri- 
otic and civic organizations and clubs 
are likewise encouraged to observe the 
day, especially where only initiative is 
not taken. 
For such, the aforemen- 
tioned outlined program 
may 
oifer 
some helpful ideas. 
The commission 
has this general recommendation to 
oflCer—that these Admission Day exer- 
cises be community, home product, af- 
fairs, as regards those participating. 
Whether It be in the speeches or music 
or other contributions, may It be a 
home tribute by home people. 


"Finall, it is recommended that on 
December 11, the Stars and Stripes be 
displayed, not 
only 
by public and 
business houses but by Hoosier homes, 
throughout Indiana."

United States. 


The retail price of bread in London 
is 9 pence (18 cents) for the standard 
4-pound loaf, or 4 1-2 cents a pound. In 
the majority of cities in the UnitotI 
States loaves weighing 12 or 13 ounces 
when baked are selling at 6 cents. Thus 
the predominant price of a poimd of 
bread in American cities ranges from 
7.4 to 8 cents, or from 64 to 77 per 
cent higher than in London 1 


Even before the recent increase of 
bread prices from 5 to 6 cents per'loaf, 
the price per pound in the United States 
was from 36 to 48 per cent higher than 
ill London. 


These statements are based upon au- 
thoritative reports of the British food 
commission and the United States bu- 
reau of labor statistics. 


The,big question—Why?—is not an- 
swered by either of these authorities, 
but some light is available from other 
sources. 


Bread has always been cheaper in 
London than in the United States, even 
with the higher price of imported wheat 
with its added charges for ocean freights 
and commissions. 
Milling and baking, 
like every class of production and dis- 
tribution, are done on narrower margins 
in England. 
The tariff board foun«; 
that all kinds of textiles, which had tbe 
same production cost on both sides of 
the Atlantic, regularly retailed consid- 
erably lower in England. 
The manu- 
facturer, the jobber, and the retailer all 
took smaller margins. 


This smaller margin-taking w^as made 
easier because of the use'^f the laf^c 
four-pound loaf in England, mth its 
consequent lower labor cost and less fre- 
quent distribution, and by 
the 
fact 
that all English bread is unwrapped. 


This accounts for the di^erentee be- 
fore the war. 
The maintenance of an 
even more favorable English price dur- 
ing- war times in the face of enormously 
increased ocean freights can only be 
attributed to one fact: 
- Every European nation, neutral anrl 
belligerent, has taken steps to protect 
the price of the people's food, while th- 
United States has left the whole qiies 
tion to the private aiid tender mercie- 
of the producers and the middlemen! 


At the very beginning of the war th< 
British parliament passed' a bill,- on« 
«lause^f which provided that— 


"If the board of trade are of tb. 
Opinion that any foodstuff is being up 
reasonably withheld from the marko' 
they m a y • 
• • take possession of 
any supplies, and pay to the owner sucl» 
prices as may, in default of agreement 
be decided to be ivasonable by a judg'. 
!of the high court selected by the lonl 
chief justice of England."

f^peaking of the finances of the city 
Mavor Hosey spoke as follows: 


report of the controller for the 
year 1915 has been submitted to ymi. 
and you no doubt are familiar Avith its 
contents. 
I think it proper, however, 
thai the attention of the council, a» well 
as the general public, should be called 
lo the situation the city administration 
is placed in regard to lack of revenue to 
meet the general expense of the city. 
During the past five or six years the tax 
levy for general fund or general city 
purposes h.is been advanced from 85 
cents to 9 1 ^ 
cents on each $100 of 
property assessed for taxation. 
This 
small increase in the city tax rate for 
general purposes Avas not sufficient to 
meet the necessary and iinavoidable in- 
creased cost in rendering the various 
lines of city service, and in making pub- 
lic improvements demanded by the proj)- 
erty 
owners 
and taxpayers. 
W'ages, 
team hire and supplies of all kinds, 
which the city is required to hire and 
purchase have also advanced. 
One of 
the principal causes of this déficit of 
city revenues for general purposes is 
caused by the failure to advance the 
general assessed valuation of all prop- 
erty in the city for taxation in recent 
years in any such ratio to actual val- 
uation that formerly prevailed. 
In oth- 
ed valuation of all property, real estate 
and 
improvements, 
personal 
property 
and 
railroad property, 
in 
1915 
is 
relatively 
a 
lower valuation 
than 
a 
$30,000,000 
valuation 
was eight 
or 
nine years ago. 
That this statement is 
true can be readily proved in various 
ways. 
Take the building permit record 
since 1910, more than 5,000 permits 
having been issued. 
The cost of the 
structures as shown on the permits was 
$14,551,820. 
It is a well-known fact, 
however, that the cost and value of 
those neAv structures far exceed the sum 
named in the permits. 
A very conserv- 
ative estimate would make this $14,- 
551,820 about 60 per cent of this act- 
ual copt and value. 
Then consider the 
increased value of the lots and lands 
which have been improved by these new 
buildings. 
A great part of those im- 
provements consists of modem homes 
or dwellings located in outlying districts 
of the city. 
Much of the lots and lands 
so improved consisted in 1910 of out- 
lots and large tracts of unoccupied or 
unimproved lands. 
Some of it at that 
time outside of the city, and not as- 
sessed for city purposes, while other por- 
tone carried a very low assessed valua- 
tion on account of lack of improvements, 
both public and private, there being 
neither street pavements, sidewalks, sew- 
ers, street lights or water or gas lines. 
Those improvements, however, have, to a 
great extent, been supplied, miles of as- 
phalt pavements and cement sidewalks 
have been built, costly omaniental street 
lighting systems constructed, extensive 
sewer systems constructed, and thou- 
sands of dollars expended in water and 
gas line extensions, with the result that 
the values of those lots have increased 
from 300 to 500 per cent.

merly was, is the downtown business 
property. 
Phenomenal increases in the 
value of this property has taken place 
within a few years. Small fortunes have 
been made in buying some of this prop- 
erty, holding it a few years and selling 
it again at greatly advanced prices. 
Rents have increased to such an extent 
that old-time merchants have been com- 
pelled to vacate and seek other quarters. 
If we want evidence of this great in- 
crease in taxable values of property we 
must look elsewhere, however, than to 
the returns made to the assessor. 
This 
great growth of the city in wealth, pop- 
ulation, area and property values has 
brought with it requirements and de- 
mands for extended lines of city service 
and large ovttlays for public improve- 
ments, necessitating much greater reve- 
nues. 
Neither the present, nor any oth- 
er city administration posesses magic 
wands or Aladdin lamps with which to 
conjure those revenues from the voids. 
Neither have councils, controllers, may- 
ors or municipal boards any desire to 
increase tax burdens unnecessarily, as 
they are all taxpayers themselves, but 
they possess a keen sense of responsi- 
bility to the public in the performance 
of their duties, as public servants. 
It 
should be realized that Fort Wayne is 
iio longer a mere county seat town with 
a hitchrack around the courthouse, "but 
has developed into a metropolitan city. 
The present city administration stands 
pledged that there shall be no increase 
in the total city tax levy for all pur- 
poses of 11.16 on the hundred dollars* 
valuation of propejjby during its term of 
office, and this pledge is going to be 
redeemed. 


It has long been - the boast of our 
city that its affairs were conducted on 
a strictly cash basis. 
Not for > many 
years has it been necessary to issue city 
orders jwyable at taxpftying time qt to 
bbiTow ii|ioii«y from ihe'banks 'iiri uticl^ 


ord and practice be continued and ad- 
hered to. 


"In calling attention to the assess- 
ment of property and the lack of suffi- 
cient revenue to properly conduct the 
city's affairs and meet the demands of 
public improvements, I do not wish to 
be understood as in any way adversely 
'criticising township or county assessors 
whose duty it is to fix and list the val- 
ues of property subject to ta.xation. On 
the contrary, I believe those officers have 
done their duty fully as well as any 
other set of men could have done work- 
ing jinder similar conditions and circum- 
stances. 
The limitations of the law in 
providing cither money, time or help 
to do this work properly are such that 
no great improvement can be looked for 
until the legal machinery provided for 
assessing 
property 
for 
taxation 
is 
changed. 
It must not be assumed from 
what has been said that the city is in 
a bad way financially—nothing could be 
farther from the truth. 
Never before 
in the city's history has its credit been 
better. 
Not in a half century has it 
been so free from debt. 
In the last 
three years 1225,000 of the old bonded 
indebtedness has been paid off. 
Nine 
years ago when the city M'as /building 
the city light plant it could not borrow 
a dollar. 
Today under the constitution- 
al 3 per cent limitation, and with an 
under valuation of city property, it can 
borrow a half million dollars if it elects 
to. 
Very few cities in the coimtry had 
as low assessed valuation of property, 
or as low a tax rate, and: as small a 
bonded debt, as Fort Wayne." 


Ordinance which will force auctioneers 
to take out a city license and pay a 
fee of $100 was passed.

''Civic Conscience" Subject 
of Clerg3/Tnan's Talk 
at Noon Hour. 


Asserting Chat the social and civic 
conscience interchanged to make for 
the good of all cities and that our cities 
were the most ir^iportant things in our 
democraxiy, Rabbi Aaron L. Weinstein 
spoke before members of the RotaiT 
club Wednesday noon at the Commer- 
cial club from the subject, "Tiie Civic 
Conscience." 


The rabbi traced the human 
rela- 
tionship from the individual 
to 
the 
family, from the family to the tribe, 
and from the tribe to the nation with 
all of its physical conditions. 
He said 
the national welfare should be shajped 
to benefit the individual wlio strove to 
maintain the nation. 
"National issues 
affect the city little and whether a city 
has a clean environment and a moral 
and educational growth Is determined 
by this spirit 
known 
as civic con- 
science," he declared. He asserted there 
could be no civic conscience without 
their having gone before a social con- 
science. 


Urges Communal Comradeship. 


The speaker praised communal com- 
radeship as essential 
to the 
proper 
conditions of living in any community 
and paid a compliment to t^he initiative 
of the Rotarians. He pointed to the ar- 
teries of industry through which the 
commodities passed and said he could 
see in Fort Wayne the evidence of a 
new social conscience which was fer- 
reting out the social evils despite its 
complex city growth. 
He referred to 
city planning as an indication of the 
social conscience, and asserted it was 
a good start in the direction of an all 
inclusive plan of social betterment.

ately there are few sueh in this pros- 
perous city, but now and then a case 
comes up where sickness has come upon 
the chief wage-earner of the household 
and brought about a frequent result of 
long illness and bad luck where there is 
a family of smal] children, a bigger de- 
mand than earnings can supply. 
The 
guild does not tell of individual 
aid, 
because the niles of the guild are such 
that such aid can only go through con- 
tributions to an organization such as an 
aid society. 
But the aid society 
can 
obtain from the ^lild specific things it 
needs to help an individual. 


At the annual meeting held on Tues- 
day evening Mrs. Robert Harding, pres- 
ident of the branch, gave some interest- 
ing facts concerning the work. 
Every 
section of the guild consists 
of five di- 
rectors, each of whom must have en- 
rolled ten garment and one money mem- 
ber. 
From fourteen sections the guild 
has grown to twenty-one sections. 
For 
example campfire organizations in 
the 
city form a section and many of tliese 
young girls have done some 
splendid 
work by hand, such as making and piec- 
ing quilts, putting handwork on baby 
clothes, etc. 
One women's section tiirii- 
ed in about two hundred garments. The 
Brown Trucking company donates 
its 
services every year by collecting and 
distributing all these big bunches of 
garments, taking them to the church, 
and later distributing them to the vari-

Three of Fort Wuj^ne's paralysis vic- 
tims were brought before the body of 
physicians for a 
clinic 
session.

three patients, who were carefully ex-

by 
seventy-five 
doctors, 
of 
northeastern 
Indiana, 
were: 
Lavina 
Williams, live years old, 1414 Columbia 
avenue; 
Charles 
Rogers, 
nineteen 
months old, 3510 Smith atreet, and Mil- 
dred Piqui^not, sbc yetirs old, 924 West 
Washington street. 


The patients 
were 
brought to the 
hotel in automobiles. 
Mothers accom- 
panied their children in each case. 
Left 
arm of Charles Rogers is paralyzed and 
hangs limj) at his side or dangles loo^e 
when he ig held in his mother's arms. 
Right legs of the two girl patients are 
paralyzed 
and are dragged along 
by 
their owners like so much wood. 
The 
children are all recovered from the first 
shock of attack and only results of the 
plague are in evidence. 


A few of the physicians present had 
never examined a case of infantile par- 
alysis before. 
All agreed that condi- 
tion of the 
children 
was 
due to the 
plague. 
All the physicians laxided the 
plan of the local health board in effect- 
ing a quarantine as soon as evidence of 
the plague was felt, because no other 
effective treatment is known.

Cohen finally took over the poultry farm 
as security for $4,000 of the loan. After 
this Miss Sharpley borrowed $350 from 
him. he said, to pay the first month's 
lent on the farm. 


Miss Sharpley said the money she ha<l 
tbtained by her forgeries as well a» th<; 
amounts she borrowed in Chicago had 
gone for the support of an Englishman, 
whom she had loved in her girlhood, and 
who bad since lived on the money she 
had been able to make. 
He was killed 
recently in battl**, she said. 


The same persuasiveness that enabled 
Miss Sharpley to borrow large amounts 
has prevented any of her creditors from 
taking action against her, it was said. 
Cohen, after listening to her story yes- 
terday. announced that he would stand 
by her, and Mrs. Blackstone said slie 
believed thoroughly in her honesty and 
was 
prepared 
to lend her even 
more 
money if nece.ssary. 
Miss Sharpley said 
she could repay the loans if given" time.

note • protesting 
against 
the 
trade 
blacklist, made public last nigiit l>y the 
state department denies that rights of 
neutral traders under international law 
have been ruthlessly cancelled, defines 
the blacklist measure as a municipal 
regulation plainly concerning only t h ^ 
British government and British 
citi- 
zens and contends that it is designed 
to shorten the war. 


The note fails to meet the American 
demand that the "names of American 
firms 
be stricken from the 
blacklist, 
but attempts to convince the state de- 
partment that the British position is 
.iust and founded on law. 
It 
leaves 
open the door for further negotiation, 
which is expected to follow. 


Tihe note was subscribed by Viscount 
Grey, the British foreign minister and 
was addressed to and transmitted by 
Walter Hines Page, the American am- 
bassador at London. 


A part which attracted much official 
notice dealt with the subject of peace, 
based on the theory that one American 
contention had been that It rests on 
no military necessity for the blackJist, 
that It is unnecessary for the allies to 
prejudice neutral commerce and 
that 
nothing which happens in distant neu- 
tral countries can influence the result 
of the great conflict. 


"If that really were the position," 
says the note, "it is possible that tihe 
measures taken by his majesty's gov- 
ernment might be described as uncaUed 
for but it is not. 
We may well wish 
that it were so. 
Even thougih the mil- 
itary situation of the allies has greatljj, 
improved there is stiH a long and bit- 
ter struggle in front of them, and one 
which in justice to the principles for 
wihich we are 
fighting 
imposes upon 
them, the duty of employing every op- 
portunity 
and 
every 
measure 
which 
tihey can legitimately use to overcome 
their opiponents. 


"Whatever inconveniences 
may 
b© 
caused to neutral nations by the exer- 
cise of belligerent rights it is not to 
be compared for an.v instant to 
the 
suffering and loss occasioned to man- 
kind by the prolongation of the war 
even for a week." 


In its argument the note points out 
that German business houses througih- 
out the wordd have furthered the cause 
of Germany in the w a r and have been 
active agents "for the dissemination of 
German political and social influence 
and for the purpose of espionage." 


"In some cases," continues the note, 
"they have even been used as bases of 
supply 
for 
German cruisers, and in 
other cases organizers and paymasters 
of miscreants employed to destroy by 
foul means factories engaged In mak- 
ing, or ships engaged in carrying, su-p- 
plles required by the allies. 
Such op- 
erations have been carried out in the 
territory 
even 
of the United 
States 
itself and I am bound to observe, what 
I do not think will be denied that no 
adequate action has yet been taken by 
the government oE^ the United 
States 
to suppress breaches of neutraJIty of 
this particuJar criminal kind, which I 
know that they are the first to dis- 
countenance and deplore." 


The note is based largely on the argu- 
ment that there is no assumption bj' 
Great Birtain of power to interfere with 
neutral traders, but. that the blacklist 
is a matter of miuiicipal law, enjoining 
British subjects from trading with per- 
sons found to be assisting or rendering 
service to the enemj'. 
It disclaims any 
intention of imposing disabilities or pen- 
alties on neutral trade. 


The note says the British government 
readily admits the United States' con- 
tention that neutrals have the right to 
trade with 
belligerents, 
but that the 
United States must also admit the right 
of one belligerent tx> stop this trade by 
lawful means as seizures of contraband 
or a blockade, but this particular leg- 
islation, it goes on to say, is not of this 
character. 
"It is," says the note, "an 
exercise of the sovereign right of an in- 
dependent state over its own citizens 
and nothing more." 


Answering the American 
contention 
that there is serious danger to neutral 
commerce generally in the British abil- 
ity to extend the list where it seems ex- 
pedient, the note says that this is true, 
but that the American government may 
rest assured that "this system of pro- 
hibition will not be carried further than 
is absolutely 
necessary." 


Viscount Grey says apparently there 
are persons in* the United States almost 
impossible to convince that Great Bri- 
tain is taking measwes against its en- 
emies and not merely to foster its own 
trade at the expense of neutrals. 
He 
denies his government "ha« such im- 
worthy object in view," asserting that 
in all cases his government has done 
everything possible to cause as little 
dislocation of neutral commerce m pos- 
sible. 


The note apparently admits that Bri- 
tain has altered the position previous- 
ly held "with the United 
State® that 
domicile and not nationality is the test 
of enemy check and argues that in this 
war nationals of belligerents domiciled 
far from home may render great aid and 
comfort, admitting that these are sought 
to be readied by the blacklist measure. 


Referring to exclusion from ships us- 
ing British coal in carrying goods be- 
longing to blacklisted firms, the note 
argues that there can be no legal ob- 
iection to such a reftisal. which is mere- 
ly denying the use of British coal to car- 
riajre of goods of persons actively as- 
sisting 
Great 
Britain's 
enemies. 
It 
noints to the destruction of tonnage by 
German submarines and says that if no 
other factor entered into the auestion 
the British coal supply should be con- 
served to be certain that there is enough 
for shins supplying the Belgian relief 
commission. 


"I trust," the note conclude«?, "that 
•^h" explanations contained in this note 
n-ill destroy such • suspicions and correct 
+he erroneous views which" nrevail in the 
United States on the subject."

Any ; unusual event 
serves as an excuse for it. 


What matter if there is hunger and 
misery for the rest of ¡the year! 
The 
rich have become poor, the provident 
have been stripped, the indolent are as 
well off as the most thrifty. /There are 
no high, no low. 
And there are pleas- 
ant memories of feasting to dull the 
pangs of distress to come. 


Here is a sample—a memorable get* 
poor-quick event. 


Chief Koon Tish, of the Thiinkets had 
sent out bids to the Chilkats for "the 
greatest potlach of all." 
From north- 
ward the visitors came in a fleet of 
canoes, "the quality" of Alaska's red 
blood.I 


Koon Tish, who had been informed of 
their coming, stood aonchalantly on the 
beach as the canoes grounded, pretend- 
ing not to see his • distinguished guests 
until they had raised a bedlam of yells. 


"Uh, this is so unexpected ,'a pleas- 
ure," he murmured in his most urbane 
manner. "\Vho are you, and vrhy do you 
thus'honor me?"

The situation is one which concerns not 
alone the administration charged with efficient conduct of city af- 
fairs, Invt in a general way has claim upon the interest of every citi- 
zen who desires to see Fort "Wayne advance and to enjoy in an in- tlai campaign, 
creasing degree the improvement and the facilities modern city gov- 
srnment is expected to bring. 


Growing cities mean growing demands, and municipal affairs 


have by no means escaped rising costs which have confronted us in 
private affairs'and in business affairs. There ca^be no questioning 


, the fact that advances in material which the city uses in making im- l;nl'tv banner, 
provements and advances in labor required to put it' into use have 
not only cut heavily into the budget, but they have constituted a con- 
tingency that could not have been accurately foreseen in earlier cal- 
culations. The Sentinel has never been in sympathy with the hard and 
fast pledge against an increase in the tax rate above the $1.16 limit on 
which Mayor Hosey was elected and which operates against any ad- 
vance in those figures during his term of office. It regarded it as ill- 
advised at the time because it was impossible to determine in advance 
the exact extent of Ihe city's needs or the unexpected situations which 
it might be called upon to face in the way of demands for additional 
revenues. But, having made the pledge, the mayor can point to con- 
sistency in support of liis stand against any increase in the rate. 


In his address to the council he has pointed the only possible 


alternative if more money is imperative—a readjustment of the as- 
sessed valuations, and there is doubtless ample warrant for that in 
many sections of the city. It is perhaps true in the down-town busi- 
ness section and it, is manifestly true in some of the newer residential 
districts. The older residential districts are, wo think, in many cases, 
already bearing proportionately too much of the burden. The mayor 
argues with much force that assessed valuations have not kept pace 
with enormously advanced rentals in many down-town instances and 
that in numerous handsome outlying districts where fine homes have 
gone up in recent years the assessment is still too closely approximat- 
ing the figures that obtained when these districts were yet un- 
impro-ved outlots. There should be no desire to penalize development 
by unduly burdensome taxation, yet The Sentinel is inclined to the 
belief that there may be not only a way iu which the city may meet 
its financial needs but actual justice as well in the mayor's sugges- 
tion for a revision of the tax schedules. It is at least worth careful 
consideration.

have been ruthlessly cancelled, defines 
the blacklist measure as n municipal 
regulation plainly ••oncerninR only the. 
Uritish government and Hritish citi- 
zens and contends that it is designed 
to shorten the war. 


The note fails to meet the American 


demand that the names of American 
tlrms be stricken from the blacklist, 
but attempts to convince the state de- 
partment that the British position is 
just and founded on law. It leaves 
open the door for further negotiation, 
which is expected to follow. 


The note was subscribed by Viscount 


Grey, the British foreign minister and 
was addressed to and transmitted by 
Walter Hines Page, the American am- 
bassador :it London. 


A part which attracted much official 


notice dealt with the subject of peace, 
based on the theory that on* American 
contention had been that it rests on 
no military necessity for the blacklist, 
that it is unnecessary for the allies to 
prejudice neutral commerce and that 
nothing which hardens In distant neu- 
tral countries can influence the result 
of the great conflict. 


"if that really worn the position," 


says the note, "it is possible that the 
measures taken by his majesty's gov- 
ernment might be described as uncalled 
for but. It is not. \\> may well wish 
that it were so. Even thouph the mil- 
itary situation of the allies has greatly 
improved there Is still a, long and bit- 
ter struggle in front of them, and one 
which in justice to the principles for 
which we are fighting imposes upon 
them, the duty of employing every op- 
portunity nnd every measure which 
the.y can legitimately use to overcome 
their opponents.

United States must also admit the right 
of one belligerent to atop this trade by 
ilawful means as seizures of contraband 
or a blockade, but this particular leg- 
islation, it goes on to say, is not of this 
character. 
"It is." says the note, "an 


exercise of the sovereign right of an in- 
dependent state over its own citizens 
and nothing more." 


Answering the American contention 


that there, is serious danger to neutral 
commerce generally in the British abil- 
ity to extend the list where it seems ex- 
pedient, the note says that this is true, 
but that the American government may 
rest assured that "this system of pro- 
hibition will not be carried further than 
is absolutely necessary." 


Viscount xGrey say's apparently there

Search House for Note.

None was fouml, however, and the 


family came to.tho conclusion.Christine

' Inasmuch as Christine had desired t 
go on the journoy unaccompanied he 
parents had discouraged hor plans, aw 
it. was because of this discouragement 
that the family, according to their testi- 
mony, concluded Christine had loft with- 
out apprising them of her departure. 
This was whai neighbors were told. 


Body Found in River. 


On Xov. 8, eleven days later, her 


body was fowiCr in the river and was 
identified by the father. 


It was at, first suggested she had 


killed- herself, hut an autopsy disclosed 
her neck was broken, hor skull was frac- 
tured and there was no water in the 
lung?. 


Several theories were advanced by 


the family to explain the death. 


One was that Christine had gone to
